INSTRUCTIONS 


When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 
Indian Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal’s notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil, These members of the Board shall, in each other’s 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 
Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy. 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil’s 
death. 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 
the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it. 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 
the Department through the Indian Agent’s office. 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 
an inquest, which may be required by law. 


If the pupil died as the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 


ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to this memorandum

The Depart- 
ment has limited the capacity of the school 55 children whilst we could easily 
find perhaps double that number.

It is noted that 
the boys’ part of the school was saved and that there 
was no loss of life. 


I shall be pleased to have a full report 
from you, as early as possible, stating the loss 
inourred as it affects the school. You should also 
state what arrangements were made by the Reverend 
Sisters in charge for the carrying on of the school 
work. Please advise the Department if it was neces- 
sary to send any of the pupils to their homes or if 
they have accommodation for the girls. If any pupils 
were sent home, their names and register numbers 
should be given. 


It is noted that you have forwarded opystics 
of blankets, clothing, drugs, etc. Please repor 

what further supplies are required and state the best 
arrangements that could be made to have them forvarded 
to the school. It is understood that the boats heve 
now ceased running and it might be difficult to have 
freight forwarded. 


In reporting on the fire, you should state 
how same occurred and give as full information as you 
can regarding the matter. The Department understands 
thet mail facilities are uncertain at this time of 
the year, but we will await your report, giving the 
information requested at as early a date as it can 
be supplied.

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Sir: 


I beg to inform you that I have received a wire 
from Mr. L'Heureux yesterday morning, stating that he was in 
receipt of a wire from Father Habey of Fort Vermillion inform- 
ing him that the Convent and Hospital had been burned down,and 
asking that blankets and medical supplies be sent on the boat 
that was waiting at Peace River Landing. Mr. L'Heureux stated 
in his telegram that he was sending blankets from his stock 
there. 


As medical supplies were asked for, I instructed 
Mr. L'Heureux to have Dr. McIntyre wake out a list of medical 
supplies that he thought would be absolutely necessary for the 
present time, the Agent to fill the order from his own stock 
kept at the Agency, and to purchase any additional medicine 
that was required and get it on the boat last night. This was 
the only means of providing the me iicine as the Agent could 
motor to Peace River Landing, and get them on the boat there. 


In the Department's telecram received this morn- 
ing I note that this hospital has only been supplied with med- 
icine by the Department. I presume that the only means of get- 
ting the blankets was to wire the Agency as it would be impness- 
ible to purchase them at Fort Vermillion. This, of course, can 
be adjusted later on. I do not know the number of blankets 
shipped. 


I shall ascertain immediately what method of winter 


transportation there is from Peace River to Fort Vermillion. 
There might possibly be boats still making the trip this fall

I have the honour to report on an 
inepectbon of St. Henry's Roman Catholic Board- 
ing School at Fort Vermilion. As the Department 
are aware, the school and hospital were burned 
down last fall, but a new school is under con 
struction at the present time, and I am attach- 
ing hereto a snap of the building. 

I found there were 66 children on 
the register, but only 56 were present at that 
time. The grades taught there are fromI to V. 
Besides the above number there are also quite 4 
few Halfbreeds attending the school. 

After the fire last fall some of 
the outbuildings were converted into living quar- 
tere and the school authorities certainly did 
well to bring the children through the winter as 
they did. The new school is being partly used 
at the present time, but they expect to have it 
completed before fall. 

My visit to thie inetitution was on 
Sunday afternoon and I could not examine the class- 
room work, but I am sure from the children's work 
that I saw that good work is being done. The two

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classrooms were well maintained and I am quite 
confident that the teachers in charge are very 
capable. The staff consists of the Rev. Prin- 
cipal, Jos. Habay; Asst. Principal, Father Deman, 
two lay brother and 10 Sistere of Prowidence. 
BUILDINGS: 

The new school building is a three 
story building, 34 xX 46, The top is 30 feet from 
the ground. Besides thie they have an old build- 
ing 100 X 30 that ie used as a dormitory and 
classroom. The laundry is a separate building: 
This is @ terrible place,— an old dilapidated 
building and in very poor state of repair. The 
sister informed me that it was a very difficult 
matter to work there in the winter and I quite 
see that this is the case. 

The grounds surrounding the build- 
ings are excellent as it is situated right on 
the banke of the Peace River, which is one mile 
across at that point. This mission wae started 
first in 1863, but hae been permanently maintained 
Since 1878, The first school was build in 1899: 
@ frame building was erected in 1908 and was 
burned to the ground in 1914; rebuilt in 1917 and 
burned to the ground in 1932. The 

The school owne 280 acres of land, 
At present they have under crop 15 acres of wheat, 
35 acres of oats and 25 acres of barley as well 
as 20 acres of rye andabout 3 acres in garden, 
They own 32 cattle, 22 horses, 25 pigs and 60 
chickens. St the time I was there they were 
milking & cows, therefore the children received 


&1l the milk they required. The children ali 
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looked well and this was born out by the results 


of an examination by the Doctor.

RE: Grant to reimburse Chureh Authorities for 
erection of building for girls, Fort Vermilion Indian 
Residential School. 


The girls’ building was destroyed by fire on 
October 7, 1932. The church authorities, under the direction 
of His Lordship Bishop Guy, erected a new building for the 
girls during the past sunmuer. This is a three-story frame 
building, 34° x 46". The only contribution made by the Depart~ 
ment was payment for 500 sacks of cement used in the found- 
ation of the building. Bishop Guy authorized this undertaking. 
We have received no particulars regarding the cost of materials 
and labour in earrying out the work. During his recent visit, 
Bishop Guy made a request to be reinbursed to the extent of 
$5,000.00 towards the expenditure incurred b. the church 
authorities. 


Materials and equipment for the new building have 
been supplied as follows:- 


500 sacks of cement - - 
Bake oven - -

The mission at Fort Vermilion was started in 1863. 

The firet school was built in 1899; a frame building was 
erected in 1908 and burned in 1914, rebuilt by the church in 
1917 and burned on October 7, 1932. This is the building that 
has been erected, towards the cost of which Bishop Guy requests 
reimbursement to the amount stated above. His Lordship under~- 
took the erection of the new girle' building without reference 
to the Department, and no promise wae made him that a grant 
would be provide towarde the cost. Grant is provided for 65 

ak $180 per capita; lese 16% during the present fiscal 
year. There ie an enrolment of 33 boys and 33 girls.

Re: Water Supply for Ft. Vermilion 
Indien Residential Sehool. 


As instructed in your memorandum of January 
20th lest, arrangements were made for an inspection of 
the water supply et the above Sehool, and report received 
is attached in duplicate. 


The present methods of obtaining water et 
this Sehool are apparently most primitive. Also, there 
is no interior plumbing in the building and toilets are 
dry and outside. Possibility of improvement in the 
future, in the way of interior sanitery plumbing, has 
therefore to be kept in mind when considering action 
in connection with the water supply. 


From his investigetions our ingineer's 
opinion is that water must be obteined either from 
wells or from the Peace River. He favours, as the most 
suitable and economical solution, endeavouring to get 
water from wells in close proximity to the buildings. 


We therefore recommend the work estimated at 
$1,650.00 by our Engineer, end detailed on page 3 of his 
report. This covers the digging of a well, construction 
near well of a pumphouse to house a 3,000 gallon tank 
and pump, and the laying of a capacity pipe line from 
pumphouse to two 600 gellon tanks now in basement of 
convent as well as to a new 600 gallon tank to be in- 
stalled in the basement of the boys' dormitory. 


The water will then be distributed through the 
buildings by hand as has been done in the past, or if the 
Indien Affeirs Department wish to start on improved 
interior plumbing two shallow well electric pumps at 
$125.00 each might be purchased for interior distribution 
of the water. This would increase the total estimate to 
$1,200.00 as given on page 3 of our Engineer's report. 
The power available is @ 9 H.P. engine with a Lister, 

110 volt, D.C. generator. 


In the above estimate, expenditures for labour 
ere based on prevailing retes in the district as referred 
to by our Engineer in the second lest peregraph of his 
report.

REPORT on dater Supply Situation at 
Fo ve on Mie ALt. 


February 9th, 1959. 


The mission buildings are situated 
on the right bank of the /eace River and on a fiat 
bengh about eix or seven feet above the usual high- 
water marke Daring the spring of 1934 an ice-jam 
in the river caused the flow to back up and flood 
thie benoh to a depth of from one to two fest of 
water. 


Behind the mission mildinge a range 
of low hille parallels the river bank with the base 
of the hills being about 1500 feet back from the 
river bank. Along the bese of the hills rum an 
old backwater channel which would be about three 
feet lower than the groum upon which the mission 
buildings are sited. This depression te now thickly 
wooded with poplar and spruce trees and ie wet dur- 
ing the epring and early summer. Thie depression 
sote as a collecting basin for the spring run-off 
from the hille and also for wter coming from weak 
Springs and seepages along the base of the hill. 


The mission buildings have no plumb- 


ing or bathe and the toilets are all ary and outside. 
The water, which to a person used to modern oity 
water ge facilities ie at present used most 

€ 


sparingly, obtained from two wells and collected 
rainwater, while the drinking water ie obtained by 
melting fee obtained from the Peace River. one 

well is situated near the barn and Gupplies the stook,. 
Thie well is 23 feet deep with 6 x 5 foot bottom and 
has about 4 feet of wmter Standing in it and a fairly 
strong flow. The other well is under the kitchen 
of the convent and is 23 feet deep, & x & foot bottom, 
and has about 5'-6" of water in it, but not a strong 
flow. Thie well water is fuirly hard for washing 
ani launiry purposes and the Sisters prefer to use 
rainwater or witer hauled from the river for these 
purposes. 


I was informed by the mieesion author- 
ities that seepares of weter occur along the river 
bank in the vioinity of the mission. These did not 


show at the time of my inspection, February 9th. 
‘his fact, combined with that of the present welle, 
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leade me to believe thet sufficient water for the 
mission could be found in a well or wells, if 
proper water storage fucilities are provided. At 
present there are two 600-gellon tanke in the 
Dasement of the eonvent used for storing rainwater 
collected from the root. 


The miseion principal, ev. Father 
quemeneur, was hopeful that some means could be 
found to pipe mter to the mission from the springs 
and seepages along the base of the hills behind the 
missions I was taken to the site of the strongest 
spring, @ distanoe of over 2000 feet from the convent 
tuilding, ami found it to be absolutely dry with no 
flow on the 9th February, 1959. There wae an area 
of a few square yards of ice around the site but no 
sign of any flow of water. In view of the absence 
of water on that date, I do not think it worth while 
to give the proposition of piping water from these 
eprings and eeepages any further consideration: 
whieh means that any additional supply of water for 
the miesion must be obtained from welis or the Peace 
River - the most suitable and economical solution 
being that of getting it from welle in dlose proxim- 
ity to the buildings. 


In drawing up any plane for a water 
supply system, probable early developments and im- 
provements in facilities should be taken into von- 
sideration. At present the water facilities are 
not much advanced beyond the pioneer stage - outeide 
dry toilets, no ineide plumbing whatever and no fire 
proteotion. I believe that when funds are available 
the Indian Affaire Braneh would like to install ine 
side plumbing with bathe, tollete and septic tanks, 
and provide fire hydrante, and | we given to under- 
stand thet it fe probable a hospital will be built at 
thie mission in the near future. ‘ith thie in mind, 
I beg to make the following recommendations for pro- 
viding an inoreased supply of weter. These recom- 
mendations will cover only digging e well, providing 
increased storage facilities and taking the water 
from the well to the storage tanks. They will not 
eover the coset of distributing the wter throughout 
the interior of the buildings. 


I would euggest that firet of all a 
well be found containing a suitable quantity of water. 
I suggested a site about 200 feet behind the convent 
where it fe believed a well 23 to 25 feet deep will 
be sufficient. If thie te made with ea 6 x 6 foot 
bottom, a flow of from 1200 to 1500 gallons a day will 
probably be found. If thie flow, or better, ie found 
on this site, an eleotric dee ll pump should be 
installed and a lumber tan 4 3000 gallons of 
water built over the well,--both pump and tank tc be 
housed in a warmly built pumphoue ith @ Small heater, 
The water can then flow by gravity through 1-1/2" 
maine buried at least 7 feet underground to the precent 
storage tanks in the basement of the convent and to a 
new GOO0egallon tank which should be installed in the

The purpose of the 30008galion storage 
tank is to provide a reservoir where a reserve supply 
of water may be built up for wehdays ani for fire 
protection purposes. The well should be sited so as 
to minimise the possibility of contamination from sur- 
face water and, consequently, should be well awey from 
the barnes and dry privies and away from the dis posal 
field of any probable septic tank systen.

The 
prevailing rates for labour paid by the mission are 
little more than half those of the ‘estern Fair wage 
Seale set by the Dept. of Labour and for our Braneh to 
ge in there ané pay the higher rates of pay would make 
things decidedly awkward for the looal authorities, 
Consequently, I believe that best interests of the de- 
partment will be served if the Ungineering Service re- 
mains in an advisory capacity only.

Re: Water supply for Indian schools at Grouard, Fort 
Vermilion, Sturgeon Lake and Joussard. 


We have practically no information about the 
ground water ooourrences near the above mentioned schools, 
but judging from the geology it seems advisable to limit 
the depth of drilling in some cases. 


The chances of gesting a water supply near the 
Sturgeon Lake School are probably good, The district is 
underlain by the Wapiti formation which contains several 
sand horizons that carry a good water supply én the Peace 
River district. I cannot tell to what depth you will 

have to drill here but it should be no deeper than the top 
of the black shale which underlies the Wapiti formation. 


The chanees are probably poor of getting a 
supply of good water from the bedrook of all the other schools 
and drilling should be confined to the surface deposits. The 
bedrock in theme places is a black or dark grey shele. 


It is impossible to tell exactly “yore you 
should drill, without having seen the ground. sually in 
searching for water in the surface deposits, gravel ridges 
and stream valleys are good pleces to prospect. 


We will be very glad to co-operate with you in 
any way we can, and if you wish to consult us please do 
so at any time. 
If you drill please let us know what results 
you get in order that we may have the information on file.

(1) Exeavate a trengh 7 foot deep from the well to the corner 
of the girls’ dormitory and from thence to Boys’ dormitory. 
The 720 gallon pressure tank should be installed horizontally 
under the boys’ a te Excavate a trench 7 foot deep 
from the corner of the girls' dormitory to a convenient point 
for taking water into the kitchen. 


Exeayate a place for the pressure tank in the basement of 
the boys’ dormitory. Excavate a trench from the well to the 
water's edge to depth shown on accompanying plan and dyuami te 
a trench from the water's edge to a point where the water will 
be about 5 to 7 feet deep in winter, according to instructions 
for doing this kind of work that wily be sent you by the C.I.L. 


(2) As soon as approval of location is received from the Pro- 
vincial Government dig and crib well 6" x 6' inside on the site 
shownon the plan and staked on the ground.

In reply to your letter of the 7th instant, I beg to 
submit the following requisition for each of the residential schools 
in the Grouard Diocese. 


Re: Fort Vermilion 


Father Rainville reported again and again this year that 
a new set of batteries was urgently required for his lighting plant. He 
explained that the set that he has on hand is over ten years old and the 
batteries are worn out. If you could arrange to secure a new set type W 21 
Globelite Batteries 21 plate per cell, 56 cells for 110 volts, you would 
greatly relieve him. Navigation closes on the Peace River about October lst. 
These batteries would therefore have to reach Peace River by then and 
ordered immediately. I understand that Bruce-Robinson Electric Co.,Edmonton, 
have these batteries on hand. It would expedite matters if they were ordered 
from then. 


At present, Father Rainville is building « horse and cow 
barn 124 x 36 for which the Department has defrayed the cost of equipment and 
corrugated aluminum for the roof. If an additional sum of $3000.00 was available 
to pay part of the lumber and labour, I feel assured that this amount would 
lessen the burden of the Principal who is to be commended for the fine building 
that he has undertaken which will be to the credit of the Department. 


/ When in Ottawa lest Jamery, I informed the Department that 
the lighting plant was destroyed by fire at Grouard on December 31st, 1947. 
A "As the school was without light and power and the matter of replacing this plant 
“A was urgent, I was asked to take the necessary steps to buy & new engine, generator 
3! and batteries upon my arrival at Edmonton. This plant was bought and is now 
installed. 

It was explained to me that there was at that time ea credit 
balance of some $1700. in favour of the residential schools in the Grouard 
Diocese from the amount provided in the estimate for 1947-48, end it was agreed 
that this amount would be applied to cover part of the cost of a new lighting 
plant for Grouard Residential School and that the balance would be paid from the 
estimates for 1948-49. On March 24th, 1948, I forwarded to the Department re- 
ceipted invoices from Bruce Rebinson Electric Limited, Edmonton, in the amount 

} of $4687.00 for this purchase but the account has not been paid as yet. I would

Re: Joussard 


The amount of $1500.00 is required for general repairs at 
Joussard. Years ago buildings were constructed on wooden blocks and cement 
foundations should be made under these buildinge in order to prevent their 
deterioration. If the Department is prepared to pay labour for the amount 
/of $1500.00, the school will defray the cost of lumber, cement, nails and the 
>) balance of the labour required. 


Rei Sturgeon Lake 


At Sturgeon Lake, a new cow and horse barn is required 
to replace the old dilapidated log one which threatens to cave in. It is 
the intention of the Principal to build this new barn in 1949. If $2000.00 
were available immediately from the 1948-49 ap ropriation, the lumber could 
be bought this fall so that construction of the building may begin early in 
the spring of 1949, and a further amount made available from the estimates 
of 1948-49 to carry out the project. 


Re: Wabasca 


Father Guimont called at the Bishop's House last night and 

explained that the floor of some of the rooms were in very bad condition and 

f worn out, and required to be replaced. I believe that the sum of $1500.00 
would cover the cost of replacing these floors and covering them with linoleun. 
I shall get in touch with the Principal and ask him to let me know the amount 
of flooring and the mmber of yards of linoleum required for the job, and shall 
give you this information as soon as it is available. If you will arrange to 
have the sum of $1500.00 available for these repairs, I believe that it would 
cover this expenditure. I understand that the flooring could be obtained 
locally at Wabasca but the linoleum would have to be secured by your purchasing 
branch. 


I believe, Mr. Neary, that the above requisitions are 
legitimate and trust that you will give them your very careful consideration.

Dear Mr. Knapp: 


I come today to see if you could not interest or persuade your 
Department to accord immediately a special grant for the pur- 
chase of skates for the Indian Pupils attending our school. It 
seems to me that sportin, activities are essential for the good 
health and character formation of the children; ani as regards 
sporting equipment I believe sincerely that our school has been 
much less favored than numerous Indian Schools which I know of 

in the Province which have received substantial grants for sport- 
ing equipment and even for the erection of gymnasiums and halls. 


As you no doubt remarked, I have begun a skating rink in the 
boys' yard this winter -- the first time a constructed rink has 
been undertaken in this school. However, and here is the hook, 

I have but twelve pairs of skates belonging to the Indian Pupils 
and you must admit that these are not very numerous for our en- 
rolment. Moreover in view of our precarious financial situation 
at the moment I do not find the additional expense of purchas- 
ing a sufficient number of skates justifiable (a very good thing, 
but not essential) when the school as a whole is short of so 
many absolutely necessary things. 


I ask for very little.....some ten or twelve additional pairs of 
skates will prove satisfactory for this winter. The children 
can amuse themselves and learn how to skate well this winter <- 
next winter will be soon enou,h to think of hockey equipment and 
organized games. 


Hoping you will find my request reasonable and do your utmost to 
have it accepted by your Department, I remain,

I am in receipt of your letter of November 23r4 with 
reference to the request that you have received for the admission 
of certain children to the Vermilion Indian Residential School. 


With regard to Laurent Morvan, it is noted that he has 
been adopted by Headman Walter Jean Courtoreille. You did not 
state the date of his adoption and, as the boy is only three years 
of age, it would appear that the adoption must have taken place reo- 
ently and possibly for the purpose of having the boy placed in an 
Indian Residential school. In view of his age, we are not prepared 
to approve his admission at the present time. Howewer, if Courtor 
eille keeps the boy until he reaches the regular age for admission, 
the Department will be prepared to favorably consider placing him 
in a residential school at that time. 


From the information contained in your letter, we are 
nat prepared to approve the admission of Elise, Viotor and Hen 


Hamelin as grant earning pupils to the Indian residential schoo ° 
You should so inform the Prinoipal. 


It i# considered that this school should have no 
difficulty in obtaining sufficient treaty Indian children to bring 
their enrolment to the number for which grant is provided.

The Department is in receipt of a lengthy 
report from the Royal Canadian Mounted Police with 
reference to action taken in returning pupils to the 
Vermilion Indian Residential School. This report reads 
in part as follows: 


"These Indians, particularly the Red River 
Band, are becoming increasingly more dissatisfied and 
reluctant to allow their children to attend school at 
the Miseion at Fort Vermilion. As before stated, they 
are all from fifty to one hundred miles from Fort Vermilion. 
Particularly are they dissatisfied with the compelling of 
the attendance of the boys. ‘These Indians are, of necessity, 
bush Indians, and they claim, and richtly so, 5 believe, 
that when a boy is compelled to attend mission school until 
he is sixteen years of age, and then turned back into the 
bush, he is useless to himself or to his family, and is 
too o14 to learn bushoreft. 


"I believe that the only satisfactory way in 
which attendance of these children at school can be 
enforced is for the Indian Arent to take this matter up 
with them at Treaty time, and at that time make definite 
arrangements for their transportation to school vrior to 
the commencement of the school term on September lst. If 
left any later, the Indians go back into the bush for their 
fall hunt, and later for trapring, and it is an expensive 
and lengthy procedure to enforce attendance in accordance 
with the provisions of the Indian Act. Particularly is 
this go in this district as so few of the Indians reside on 
the Reservations. I therefore request definite instructions 
from the Indian Department as to what procedure is desired 
in this connection."

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The Royal Canadian Mounted Police are being 
informed that no further action toward returning children 
to the Vermilion School may be taken at the present time. 


The statement of the Police that the parents 
are dissatisfied with the comnulsion being used in keeping 
the boys in school until 16 years of are raises a question 
which has been discussed for some time, especially with 
the Right Reverend G. Breynat, O.M.I., in regard to the 
schools in the Northwest Territories. As the living 
conditions of the Little Ned River Band of Indians are 
practically the same as those in the Northwest Territories 
it 48 felt that the same reculations should apnly to them 
as apvly to the Indians in the Northwest Territories. 
These are as follows: 


1. The are limit for discharge of boys to be 14 years 
and girls 16 years. 


Boys, upon reaching 12 years of are, if in good 

physical sondition, may be eranted leave of absence 

each year for the veriod during the hunting and trapring 
season and thereafter returned to school. This arrange- 
ment to be continued in their case until they reach 

the full ace of 14 years, when they are to be discharced. 


Girls, in special cases, if considered in their interests, 
may be permitted, upon request of the Princival of the 
3chool and the local Arent, or other departmental 
representative, to remain until they reach the age of 

18 years. The reasons, in such cases, should be forwarded 
to the Department concerned and permission obtained for 
girls to remain a further period after reaching the are 

of 16 years, but not beyond the age of 14 years. 


In the case of orphan and destitute ohildren, Princinals 
of schools and local departmental representatives should 
arrange to have them placed, unon their digscharce, with 
families who will properly care for them and provide 

for their future welfare and also arrance, in the case 

of boys 12 to 14 years of are, to be vlaced with a family 
in order that they can acquire a knowledge of hunting and 
trapping.

Dear Sir: 


Answering yours of the Sth inst., I have to state 
that I will do my best to cooperate with the Department 
for the welfare of Indian children. As your letter touches 
many important problems, my intention is to have it care- 
fully studied by the Board of Administration of the Vicariate 
of Grouard. The Residential Indian School of Fort Vermilion 
being especially concerned, I am requesting the observations 
the Principal may have to make. 


Let me express you my first impression. While 
admitting the necessity of preparing the Indian boys to 
their future life, bush life as you say, I can't refrain from 
making a remark: What would be the use of training youngsters 
to trapping and fishing if there is to be no more fur or fish. 
Surely, you have been told that the situation for the Indians 
is becoming alarming. One has to see to understand what it 
means. The fact is this: wild life has nearly disappeared 
in the North due to the fact that white people have been 
allowed to enter the wilderness. White tra»pers and fishermen, 
having no lively interest in the preservation of fur, game or 
fish, kill and catch as much as they can. They use the air- 
plane to invade the remotest sanctuaries where wild life is 
reproduced. They annihilate rats' and beavers! families; 
they empty lakes and rivers from any valuable fish and ‘hey 
go further when there is nothing left in their first fields 
of operation. The natives have to stay and make a living in 
the country. 


There is a remedy, drastic but the only one effective. 
It would be to close the North Country to White trappers and 
fishermen. The smail loss of revenue produced b, the sale 
of licenses to white people would be largely compensated not 
only by the saving of relief but especially by keeping the 
Indians busy. Laziness is bad for white people; it is mortal 
for Indians. 


The problem is serious enourh that every man in 
responsibility should stick at and bring his share to find 
an adequate settlement. It is useless to work against nature. 
The Indians of the North are bush Indians as you say; let the 
bush be habitable for them and they will make a living. 


The reports on trapping are discouraging. No fur at 
all; hardly a few moose. What will happen next summer? Most 
of the families will not have a nickel to buy clothes and food. 
And it will be worse in the coming years unless drastic measures 
are adopted to protect and restitute t e source of wild life. 
This can be performed by reserving trapping and fishing to 
Indians. 

Excuse me, Sir, if I have kept you so long on our main 
problem here.

I have received a copy of the letter concerning the 
Indians of Little Red River and their dissatisfaction at being 
compelled to send their children to the school at Fort Vermilign, 
This letter, File No.j31-13-10, was addressed to Rev.l.S.lajoie, 
Administrator of Grouard, also the Regulations to be followed in 
future regarding the age limit for the discharge of the pupils 
of this school, for all of which I wish to thank you. 

Ve have always had considerable difficulty with the 
school attendance in this district, due to the fact that there 
is no resident Agent near to the school. kir.L'Heureux, our Agent 
resides some 400 miles from here, and partly too, because the 
school is so far from some of the Reserves from which our pupils 
come. 

These Reserves are the Little Red River, 60 miles, and 
the Tall Cree Reserve 45 miles, for the Crees. The Slaves are not 
as yet constituted into reserves. They are at Hay River,90 miles, 
and at Hay Iakes,125 miles. The pupils from this district that we 
have are mostly orphan or destitute children. The two Beaver Reser- 
ves of Eleske, 24 miles, and Boyer River, 12 miles, present little 
difficulty as far as distance is concerned, the point to be gained 
with them ig to have all the pupils of school age brought to school 
for the opening of classes, September Ist. The Beavers can and usual- 
ly do bring in the children, but never for the first day. 

It is the more distant pupils of Tall Cree and Red River 
who give us most trouble. It was for this reason that we appealed 
for assistance to Constable Grayson this year. Would it not be 
possible for some arrangement to be made, as he suggested in this 
report, through Mr.L'Heureux, at Treaty time, that the Indian Depart- 
ment do something about this matter? At Grouard and at Joussard the 
pupils are brought to the school by their parents, or if difficulty 
arises,by the Agent, or some one, authorized by him, I believe. 
Could not same such arrangement be made for us? If so, it will be 
greatly appreciated, and will do much to eliminate a good deal of 
the trouble we have each year in September. 
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@ It is true that the Red River Indians are not satisfied 
with e preseht arrangement of affairs. They say it is because 

the school is so far from them and they cannot see their children 
from September until June. And I believe too, they do not like to 
be urged too much to put the children in school. But since the boys 
are to be discharged at 14 years hereafter, that should encourage 
them to send in the younger children. That is the aifficulty to get 
in the children at 7 years. 

Whese Indians of Red River and the Slaves of the Hay Lakes 
and Hay River district have repeatedly asked at Treaty time that 
the Agent and the priest in charge speak to the proper authorities 
concerned in their favour, about having a school in or near their 
reserves, then assuring us that they would send in their children 
willing, as they would then be able to visit them from time to time, 
but they find the school at Fort Vermilion too far away from their 
homes. This is a very legitimate proposition, and worthy of consi- 
deration by the civil and religious authorities.

Dear Sir: 


In reply to your letter here inclosed, dated Novem- 
ber 30, 1942, here is a rough estimate of the expenses 
for the transportation of the children to and from the 
Fort Vermilion School. 


I-For transportation TO Fort Vermilion School: 
There are two groups of children we must pick up every 
fall: one from Reserve no. 162, the other from Reserve 
no. 173. 


1-From Reserve 162, at Red River, there are 25 to 
35 children coming to our school. This reserve is 75 milles 
down the Peace River; and to reach the Reserve we have to 
go over 12 milles portage at Fort Vermilion Chutes. Moreover 
in the early fall many families are out in the woods in 
quest of their living. In those circumstances the round trip 
will take seven days: 


a-A freighter with his own boat will not make 

that trip for less than $50.00. $50.00 
b-We estimate that the care and food for one 

child are at cost .50 per day; for 30 children with an ave- 

rage of 3 days care for each child: $45.00. 45.00 
c-A trip east of the same Reserve by Sping 

lake, Stinking River, Moose Lake; four days with a guide 

and his horse; at $5.00 per day: $20.00 20.00 


2-From Reserve 173. This Reserve is 75 milles 
south of Fort Vermilion. The means of communication is a 
very bad summer trail. 
a-The round trip will take at least 6 days 
at $6.00 per day for the team and the driver: $36.00 
b-The care & food for 8 children at $1.50 


II-For transportation FROM Fort Vermilion School: 
To return home the children it is much easier because their 
parents have some money on hand in the spring with the clo- 
sing of the trapping season and they come often half way to 
meet us, generally at Fort Vermilion Chutes. In these cir- 
cumstances, to return home the children the total expense 
should not exceed $40.00 
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Then the total amount required for the transpor- 
tation of the children to and from Fort Vermilion 
School would be about $203.00. 

If during the past years thoseg expenses were 
lower it is only because the missionary, who was using 
his own boat, did not charge his time and the use of 
his boat; but when we travel with the Hudson Bay Compa- 
ny's boat or any body else's boat, we must pay the fare 
and this expense have to be figured out in the total 
estimate. 


Hoping that the Department Will take in favorable 
consideration our request,

The funds at our disposal will not 
permit our paying the total cost of transportation 
of children to and from residential schools through- 
out the Dominion, Consequently, at all schools we 
only allow a portion of the cost. In view of the 
size of the Vermilion Residential School, it is felt 
that an allowance of $150.00 is reasonable. Conse- 
quently, you should inform the Principal that the 
Department will allow, for the year 1943, an amount 
of $150.00 towards the cost of transportation of the 
children, Payment of this amount will be made upon 
receipt, from you, of the usual voucher, to which 
you should attach receipts showing expenditures made 
by the Principal, to an amount not exceeding that 
stated above.

Our records indicate that these girls were only 
fourteen yeers of age end in Grade V. Why wes it 
epparently cousidered neceasery to send them in the 
middle of the term? Would it not heve been possible 
to defer their transfer until the end of June? 


I would like to point out thet owing to its cost 
we went to avoid as far es possible, moving children 
by air. If the transfer Lad been delayed until the 
end of June, their transportetion would not likely heve 
been necessery. 


I would eppreci«te hearing from you in the matter. 
In the meantime, payment of the account will be withheld.

In reply to your letter dated March the 23rd 
regarding the transportation of two girls to the 
Manual Training School at Grouard, I beg to advise 
as follows: 


Albina Kidney is 16 years of age as she is born 
in November 1931. -- Albina Adekat will be 15 years 
of age; ‘she Ys born in April 1933. 


These two girls in my opinion were well prepared 
to profit by the special course given at Grouard's School. 
Both of them were glad to leave their relatives for 
the sake of a better education, but Albina Kidney 
would not have accepted to 6° alone; so for the sake 
of giving the older girl a better education, I thought 
I was justified to send with her a companion that was 
able to profit by the course. 


It is true that I could have waited for the River 
Transportation and then cut in half the transportation 
costs.... At the end of December, Indian Superintendent 
Walker requested that I should take in the school the 
Beaulieu's family, Upper Hay River Band no. 226, orphans, 
the mother had died few days before. As I had not a bed 
vacant my only alternative was to discharge older pupils. 
Helen Attilon (16 years old) was discharged and returned 
home; and the two mentioned girls were immediately trans- 
fered to Grouard and I wrote immediately to the Depart- 
ment for apprdval.

On checking this return it is noted 
that you are showing a number of pupils who have 
been out of residence for one reason or another, 
in some cases up to three years, This practice is 
not satisfactory as the return shows there is a 
larger number «f pupils in residence than actually 
enrolled. 


It is suggested, therefore, that you 
apply to the Department by Form I.a. 411 for the 
approval of the discharge of all pupils who in your 
estimation are not returning to school at ail or those 
who will probably not return within the next six months, 


In the event of any pupils returning after 
being discharged you will be obliged to secure authority 
from the Department to re-admit them. You will note that 
you show the enrolment at the school to be 119 pupils 
while the average is 76. You can see the discrenancy. 


On your September Admission and Discharge 
Form you have shown that thirteen children have been 
admitted to the school for institutional care. On 
checking our files, it is noted that no applications for 
the admission of these children have been received in this 
office, consequently their admittance to the school has not 
been approved, Technically, the Department is not obliged 
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to allow per capita grant on children whose admission 
to school has not been approved. However, we will 
allow the September grant on the understanding that 


the applications for admission will be received 
shortly.

This man states that he took the 
Indian children to the Mission school for 
the fall term (1950) Fort Vermilion from the 
Big Slough (Indian name) a distance of one 
hundred and thirty miles. Number of children 
thirty-two (32) for this he received the sum 
of eighty dollars ($80.) He had to pay for his 
gas and food for the children out of this sum. 
He states he done this at a loss. lie says he 
spent about one hundred and fifty dollars ($150.) 
on the trip. This trip was by outboard motor and 
canoe. 


He say that the Mission boat and party 
gets three hundred dollars ($300.) so he understands 
at least. If so why should he do it at a loss 
as he has to pay out of his pocket. This man is one 
of the Councillors of the Red Hiver Band.

Attached please find the Quarterly Returns for the above 
mentioned school for the quarter ending 30th, September, 1951, 


You will note that only a few of the Application for Admission 
forms have been completed. Most of those outstanding are the 
pupils from Little Red River and the Fox Lake Keserve District. 
Every year we have to make a round up trying to get the children 
in. With one group we sent the chief to bring them in and he 
can neither read nor write. Therefore the problem of getting the 
Admission Forms signed is very difficult. 


Father Serremda has asured me that the Rev. Father 
Vanderstein the Resident priest will do all he can during the 
next three months to get these forms Signed by the parents. 


At the present there are over twenty chéldren that should 
be in school as the Rev. Father Serand asures me there is 
accommodation for them. I have already written to the Regtonal 
office requesting further instructions with regard to taking 
stronger action to bring these pupils in. Most of them are 
boys. 


Under the above circumstances and owing to the difficulties 
that we encounter in bringing these children in from isolated 
and widely scattered camps it would be appreciated if the grant 
could be passed. Owing to the rising costs of living the school 
finds it difficult to to meet its financial obligations. 


With reference to the day school pupils. All the Meneens 
have poor living conditions and it my opinion that they should 
be made to attend atresidential school pupils and it is possible tha 
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m™ the near future thet we can get the agreement of the parents 
to put hhese children in residenence without resorting to 
stronger measures. Accommodation was reserved for them, therefore 
as these pupils were in residence last year it would be 
appreciated if you would give consideration to the granting 

of the per capita summer grant for these pupilse On the present 
forms the Principal crossed them out. If you are in agre ment 
with the above, the forms could be amended, 


With regards to Rose Chambaud Pupil number 03528, 
this child was discharged from Camsell Hospital and admitted 
under instructéons from Dr Falconer and Mr Gooderham. 
This child speaks english and will be six in January. 


A Mr Utz decided to try and open a day school at Little 
Red River just as we were trying to get the pupils to 
the residential school. This has caused us a great deal 
of extra effort in trying to get the pupils to school. 
It has further confused the indians. Mr Utz has not declared 
his religious beliefs and mas this band of indians areall 
catholic with only a couple exceptions it has presented 
avery difficult problem. This problem should be handled with 
@ great deal of firmness.

Many of our indians still believe that they are doing the 
church a favour by sending their children to the residential 
school instead of complying with the law. 


Mr Waller of the Regional office waysat Little Red River to

Above all, it should be understood that 
Utz is not a qualified teacher and has had no teaching experience. 
He intended to use the Correspomience School lessons. 

The situation was explained by me to the 


Department of Education and in view of the disturbing factors, the 
Department decided not to authorize this school,

The R.C.M.P. served truant notices for twenty-six 
children, 3ix children were bréught back and admitted to 
school, Three of these children were attending Mr. Utz's 
schoole Four other children have since been sent Anto 
residence, making a total of ten, 


Tne truancy notices were made out to be effective 
on the twentieth “ecember, owing to magy of the men having 
to return to their trapping camps and bring their children 
back to Little “ed River as the assembly point, 


The cost of bringing in these children bycaboose 
or bombadier was carefully worked out. The bom&dier was found 
to be the cheaper of the two. The bombadier will therefore 
leave on the twentieth to bring the children © the Fort. 


The R.C.M.P. will alsc go along on this trip in 
case the Moose “ake Indians have failed to carry out 
the orders on the truant notices. In which case the 
bombadier will proceed to Moose “ake to pick them up.

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Investigationthave been made into some of the homes 

parents sending their children as day pupils. Where 
home conditions were found to be below requirements and 
destitution prevailed the children have been ordered into 
residence, 


We will report further after the twentieth. It must be 
remembered that these children are scattered in six 
different camps and are difficult to reach. 

You can rest assured that everthing possible is being 


done to get these children into school and we hope to be 
able to say on our next report that this school is filled.

With reference to the March Quarterly kKeturn, 
we wish to bring certain information to your attention: 


Pupil # 0260 returned to residence on Mareh lst. 
The Principal claimed ninety-one days . This was reduced 
to thirty-one days. 


Pupil # 0278 was absent in hospital from February 
11 to March 19 consequently the school was allowed eighty- 
five days grant for her. 


Pupil # 0282 has been in hospital since September 
1951, consequently the school was not entitled to any grant 
the Return has been amended. 
Pupil # 0293 has been in hospital since February 5, 
1951 and no grant was allowed for her. 


Pupil # 0315 has been in hospital since November 15, 
1951 and no grant has been allowed. 


Pupil # 0330 has been previously listed as day 
pupil, consequently no grant was allowed for her . 


Regarding pupil # 0334 this pupil was taken to 
hospital on January 5, 1952. The Department allowed a 
hospital grant of thirty days making a total of thirty-five 
days which was allowed for this pupil. 


Pupil # 03365 was admitted to the hospital on 
January 28, 1952. Thirty days hospital grant was added to 
this making a total of fifty-eight days allowed. 


Pupil # 0337 was placed in hospital on January 19, 
1952 consequently only forty-nine days was allowed. 


Pupil # 283 was placed in hospital on September 25, 
1951 and discharged on January 7 consequently the school was 
entitled to eighty-four days. 


As pupil # 0294 has been in hospital since September, 
1951 no grant has been allowed. 


Pupil # 298 has been previously listed a s a day 
pupil consequently no grant was allowed on this quarter. 


Pupil # 319 returned from hospital March 3rd, twenty- 
eight days grant was allowed. 
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In all of the above-mentioned cases, 
the Principal has claimed ninety-one days grant. 
We have reduced the grant to the figures shown above 
with the result that the total enrolment totalled 
7,974 or an average of 87.63. 


It would be appreciated if you would bring 
this matter to Father Serrand's attention advising him 
that he should claim grant for pupils who are in residence 
only. In cases where pupils are placed in hospital, the 
school is entitled to thirty days hospital grant following 
the date the pupil left for hospital. When discharged 
from the hospital and the pupil returns to the school 
grant may be claimed from the date the pupil actually 
entered the school only. 


Pupils who are attending the Fort Vermilion 
school on day basis should be reported on Form PMR and 
should not be included on the Quarterly Return as no 
grant can be claimed for them. 


I am attaching a copy of this letter which you 


can forward to Father Serrand for his information and 
comments.

School, we do not appear to have the necessary 
application for admission for pupil 331 Leo 
Courtereille, consequently we are disallowing any 
grant for him on the September Return.

Dear Sir:- 


In a letter dated July 26th, the Principal of our 
Wabasca School states that during the visit of the Treaty 
party to that School on July 23rd-25th, he directed the attention 
of the Indian Agent to the additional space which was being 
provided for pupils through the erection of a new class-roon, 
and further states that the Indian Agent promised to recommend to 
your Department an increase in the pupilage. At the present time 
the official capacity as sanctioned by your Department is 50, and 
as the Principal points out that there are more than 12 pupils 
ready to come in, and that there is accommodation for at least 
15, our Commission recommends that the official capacity be 
increased to 65 from the lst of September next. As he reports 
that the Indian councillors at a meeting, urged that the increase 
be granted, our Commission sincerely hope that their recommendation 
may be accepted, and the increase authorized from the date 
mentioned. 


In my letter of January 16th last, I endeavoured to 
place before your Department, not only the urgent need of an 
increased pupilege at this school, but the need of a new building 
to replace the one which was built by our Church many years ago, 

I also furnished an estimate of the cost of building and equipping 
a new log building, fixing the total cost at approximately $7,000. 
In your reply on January 25th, poise: you referred to the 
possibility of consideration being given to this matter when the 
supplementary estimates were being prepared. 


As I have not heard anything further from you in this 
connection, I can only conclude that no provision was made in thé 
supplementary estimates for this urgently needed improvement. 


Until a new and larger school can be provided, our 
Commission feel strongly that they are justified in asking for 
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increased pupilage, seeing that they have provided the increased 
accommodation, and it is very earnestly hoped that the increase 
requested may be sanctioned.

The above is a partial list of residental schools 
in connectiom with which the Department pays a per capita 
grant. In these cases the Department did not build the 
schools and does not exercise the rights of ownership. It 
4s noted that the last seven in the above list are in one 
agency i.e. the Grouard Agenoy. 


In a number of these cases the Department is 
being asked to assume financial responsibility and to pay 
grants towards the capital costs of the buildings, besides 
making additional grants for additions, repairs and mainten- 
ance. In at least some instances there are undertakings on 
the part of the Department to furnish certain financial 
assistance. Many of the arrangements made in the past in 
this connection have been verbal in nature and the terms are 
not of definite record. It would seem clear, however, that 
in some, if not all cases the Department is obligated to some 
degree at least, but the lack of written records and agree- 
ments makes it very difficult to determine the nature and 
extent of this responsibility. 


The fact that the Department has undertaken the 
payment of per capita grants implies a certain responsibility 
for the up-keep of the buildings, if not for the capital 
costs. 


In my opinion it is necessary that the Department 
adopt a general policy for the purpose of dealing with these 
difficulties and I wuld respectfully offer the following 
suggestions for your consideration: 
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1. That the Department of Indian Affairs undertake 
the payment of per capital grants and any financial aid 
towards the cost of building only when the prior authority 
of the Department hes been granted. This authority should 
cover such matters as site, size and nature of school 
buildings. 


2. That such authority in all cases be set out in 
a formal and definitely worded agreement for the guidance of 
Departmental officials, as & matter of record and for the 
purpose of avoiding future misunderstandings. 


Se That the schools now operating by authority of 
the Department as recognized by the payment of per capita 
grants be assisted from time to time as circumstances warrant 
and financial conditions permit. 


4. That the various missionary societies be 
notified of the above rulings.

I have the honour to report on an 
inspection of the Church of England School sit~ 
uated on Wabasca Lake up near what they call the 
*Narrows," about five miles from the Roman Cath- 
olic School. 

On my arrival there I found there 
was no Principal in charge and the work was being 
carried on by the Matron, This is a very old 
building, having been built out of logs a great 
many years ago, and it is in a very poor state 
of repair. The floors are worn and as a whole 
the building is very dilapidated. 

There are 32 children in residence. 
In the classroom there are only 19 seats: The 
reet are benches, The classroom is heated by 
two stoves, and they have only a emall blackboard, 
The teacher in charge of the classroom was Mies 
A. C. Bloomer, who holds a second class certificate. 
She is a very capable teacher and I feel that good 
work is being performed. There are 22 pupils in 
Guade I, 4 in Grade II and 4 in Grade III.

Our Commission have received from the Rev. J. M. 
Roe, BeAs, Acting-Principal of our Wabasca School, a report on 
his visit during the month of February, to the Long Lake 
district, which is approximately 87 miles from Wabasca. On this 
visit he wes accompanied by the Manager of the local Hudson's 
Bay Company's Post, and also by Nurse Bawden, who was able to 
administer treatment to some sixty Indians requiring medical 
attention. 


In addition to visiting Indian families on the way to 
and from Long Lake, Mr. Roe was enabled while at Long Lake to 
visit the Indian settlements at Good Fish Lake, Goose Grass 
Lake, and Round Lake, and to secure much valuable information 
ebout the Indians, both Treaty and Non-Treaty, in Treaty District 
No. 8 


With regard to the number of people in Treaty District 
No. 6. Mr. Roe writes as follows:- 


"In this Treaty district (No. 8) there are supposed to be 
650 souls receiving Treaty. There are quite 100 souls not 
receiving Treaty, but who are entitled to it. There are 
perhaps 50 souls in Indian families, who took out scrip. 
The non-treaty people in the same area would probably 
number 400 souls. (Wabasca voters list gives 100 names; 
and the Desmarais list about 100 names). The total 
population of the area would therefore be approximately 
1200 souls." 


As his report deals chiefly with the Indians in the 


Long Lake and adjacent settlements, I beg to inform you that he 
states there are some 25 Treaty children of school age in that 
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area, and that none of these have ever "been entered in either 
of the schools, E.C. or R.C." In the family of an Indian named 
"Thunder Spirit", for instance, he states there are 7 children, 
all of whom, except the two youngest, have been baptized by our 
missionaries, and as the family "are always in a state of semi- 
starvation" the father and mother allowed him to take two of the 
children back to our Wabasca School with him. 


Mr. Roe's report enumerates other families as well 
having children of school age, but he makes special reference to 
the following eight children which have "a special claim for our 
consideration", and which should be admitted to our school this 
Fall:- 


" Caroline Auger, age 7, daughter of Alexis and Agnes. Both 
parents were pupils in our School. Alexis "went over" to 
the R.C. Mission after leaving School. They were married 
by the R.C. priest. But the old association and allegiante 
returned, and their boy, Alphonse, now aged 9 was put into 
our School. They were "promised" that Caroline should come 
in this Fall. 


Lilian Orr, age 7, daughter of George Orr. His boy, Bobby, 
age 12 is tn School, and there are two children younger 
than Lilian. 


Joseph Auger, age, 7, son of Usta Grasshead and Gertie 
(Alook). Gertie was at this School, Usta was at the R.C. 
School. They wish their boy to be brought up here. 


John Nanimahoo, son of (age 7) Maxley, an Old Boy of this 
chool. ey is generally in need of help; he has five 
children. This boy should cime in to School in the Fall. 


Basil Nanimahoo, age 7, son of Pierre. One of a large 
amily, (we have Katherine, Michael, Harvey and Mary Ann 
all of this family, in the School now) and the parents are 

generally in need of help. 


Elizabeth Beaver, age 9, daughter of Councillor Martin 
Beaver, (we have Daniel and Florence in school now) and the 
Agent gave injunction to Martin that the child must come to 
School this year. 


Violet Cat, age 7, Gaughter of Johnny Cat, of the Reserve 


ere. (we had Benwa, age 16, and Caroline, 19, in the 
School a few years ago). There are two or three younger 
children. 


Mary Lenore Oar, age 7, daughter of Max Oar, on the Reserve 
here. There are two younger children, and Max cannot keep 
his family in necessities. " 
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As the school has a sanctioned capacity of 30 pupils 
only, and has a4 capacity enrolment at present, our Commission 
strongly recommend that the official capacity be increased to 
40. With regard to the accommodation Mr. Roe writes, in part, 
as follows:- 


" But I am confident that we can provide accommodation 
here, with adjustments of space, etc., for 40 children, 
and so admit the 8 children I have listed, (in the Fall) 
plus the "Beaver" child whose mother at God's Lake is 
begging for her to be brought here. It only requires 
that I should have your sanction to make plans and get 
the adjustments of space made in time for the Fall 
School, and to be able to present my plans to the 
Indian Department's Inspector and the Indian Agent, when 
they come on Treaty and Inspection in June. For the sum 
of $100 we can make all the necessary alterations, etce, 
and by Pigorous work through the Spring and Summer, we 
can be ready in the Fall." 


In view of the urgency of the situation, and the limited 
appropriation which your Department has been given for this 
fiscal yeer, our Commission will provide the sum of $100. which 
4t is estimated will be required to provide the necessary 
accommodation, and they sincerely trust that the increased 
capacity requested may be granted. 


Your favourable consideration of thts urgent and 
important matter, affecting as it does the life-long welfare of 
a number of your Department's wards, will be greatly appreciated.

Dear Mr, Farier; 


During my recent visit to Ottawa I regret 
that I omitted to consult you with regard to a minor opera- 
tion on one of the pupil's, recommended by the Medical 
Officer, Dr. Jenkins of Hdmonton, when he visited the 
School at Wabasca. The name of the pupil is Veroniaue 
Bellam, one of the smaller girl's in the Institution. It 
would appear from letters received from the Acting Princi- 
pal, Rev. F. Longmore, and the Teacher, Miss Muriel Dawe, 
that this pupil requires special treatment for her eyes, 
in addition to an operation on her throat. 


There appears to have been some question 
in the past about the pupil's eligibility as @ grant earn- 
ing pupil. But Mr. Longmore states in his letter thet 
he understands Archdeacon White took her case up with your 
Department, and that you agreed to pay the grant as her 
Mother was living with a treaty Indian, her father being 
dead. I am unable to verify this information, but if 
you find it correct I shall be glad if you will let me 
kmow if this pupil may proceed to Bdmonton at the begin- 
ning of July next under the escort of Miss Muriel Dawe, 
the Teacher, who is coming out at that time to consult an 
oculist. If you will authorize this, the authorization 
to carry with it, the travelling expenses of the pupil 
and her escort, as well as the expenses for the operation 
on the pupil, I shall be very prateful indeed,

We are obliged to refuse the Children of

He was with them nintecn days They bound him with cords but these he 
snapt in his frenzy Finally his own father advocated his being put to death. 

They prevailed on an Indian who had the reputation of being a Medecine 
man to do the deed According to their statement he was very unwilling and 
at first refused. At length on their repeated solicitations and the expression «1 
their conviction that otherwise, as the predicted cannibal, he would destroy the 
he struck him on the head with his axe. But it required a third stroke before 
the poor madman, lay a corpse at their feet Mr Holmes stated on his 
arrival there he found them still in terror. They had piled huge logs over his 
grave and dare not leave the two houses into which with their families they we! 
crowded, ‘The poor woman with her two children wished to return to Wapu 
kaw under Mr Holmes s care She drove her own dogs; Mr H. lending ber 
one of his robes to keep the children from freezing. On reaching camp that

He has been telling his fellow Indians that his brother comes 
to him in his sleep Chey in their turn are frightened lest he too should 4 
out of his mind. Some however of his friends have come under Christian in 
struction and he himsclf has been wishful for some time past for baptism. 

His immediate relations including his own wife had driven him from their 
camp, but old John and Peter two leading Indians at Wapuskaw and Christian 
men, befriended him and the second Sunday [| was there, he came forward and 
I had the pleasure of bapti-ing him. This and the kind Christian counsel, M1 
Holmes was so well able to give him in his own language, will, I trust, under 
God dispel the gloom. You will sec from above that Wapuskaw is a strong 
hold of heathen darkness and superstition and that in planting a Mission ther 
we have chosen a spot that sorely needs the mverting, enlightening and hi 
manizing power cf the Gospel of Jesus Christ It is an interesting fact that 
on the headland on which our Mission now stands, in clearing the bush, Mr We; 
ver found one of their heathen 'munetokans’ or idols; a stump of poplar carved 
into the rough semblance of a head and shoulders, painted with red earth, and 
with three black horizontal stripes on the breast. | brought the interesting re’ ic 
back with me to the landing 

The week before [ started we had our littk Printing press going almust 
night and day, as 1 wanted to take out some little books printed in the Cre« 
Syllabi In undertaking this work my wish is firstly - to put into the hands 
of the Indians small books they can easily carry about with them Secondly by 
printing in large type (Pica) syllabies, to enable them to read by the flickering light 
of their camp fires. Thirdly by omitting the breathings, punctuations, marks of 
emphasis &, in general use very helpful to the English learner, but of no us 
at all to the Indian, to simplify the characters just as they use them in writin; 
their letters. his our first trial, consisted of selected passages of Scripture, 
Prayers and Hymns.
